_ Wood block printing ts exactly what 
its name implies—printing from a block 
of wood, The block may be square or 
rectangular. For a round block a 
spool may be utilized. Some blocks 
are carved by hand into attractive de- 
signs, A child’s set of ordinary build- 
ing blocks will give any number of 
shapes which can be combined into 
good patterns,, writes a contributor in 
the Woman’s Home Companion. ‘There 
are only two things to bear in mind 
about the block, For blocks three 
inches in length or over the thickness 
should be at least one inch, while 
smaller blocks need bé no thicker than, 
five-eighths of an inch, That is one 
thing to remember. The other fs that 
the block must be of close grained 
hard wood, Gum wood is especially 
good for general work, but pine must 
be avoided a& too soft. 

The printing side of the bloek must 
be thoroughly, sandpapered to insure 
a smooth surface and then painted 
thoroughly with white shellac to pre- 
vent the wood from absorbing too 
much paint. 

As to the paints, ordinary house 

. paint thinned with turpentine to the 

consistency of cream gives good re- 
sults. Any of the dyes on the mar-

But 
take one instance. Would Wordsworti 
have written any better than Roger: 
if Wordsworth had been as rich as 
Rogers? And my clear conclusion from 
a@ very general survey of all the great 
masterpieces of literature is that a 
genius should not be wealthy or he is 
very likely to see his genius stifled by 
tne fact. 

“‘As 1 have said before, I am quite 
aware that you are only giving us this 
freedom to-day because we are liviny 
admirers of Burns and because you 
canuvt give it to the dead mano hun 
self. To speak the honest trutn, Burns 
lever seems dead to me. Of all deat 
men he is the most living to me, much 
more than many men who to-day are 
living.

Treatment of Water 


The attention of the pablig, as well 
s bealth and municipal aythorities, 
us been directed during the past 
few months to the yurification of 
water by means of the addition of 
smull, very small quantities of hypo 
ehlorite of calvium, otherwise known 
as chloride of lime. We have been 
led to believe the process is a Very 
simple one; nidend. so simple that a 
child might afmost direct the treat 
ment, It is true that in case of 
emergency, municipal and health 
authorities way, under the direction 
of a sanitary engineer, improvise the 
means for the application of the 
bvpochlorite and thos prevent vut- 
breaks of typhoid fever when the 
water is sewage polluted; bat for the 
proper scientifie installation, as well 
as for the oversight aod manave- 
ment, expert services give the best 
results, and where a municipality 
will pay for the services of en expert, 
the expenditure is more than com- 
nensated for by the results obtained.

A JOKE THAT PROVED FATAL. 


— 


Buperstition and a Guilty Conscience 
‘Proved Too Much For the Norse- 

+ man—A_ Bucket of Water. That 
Gtepped a Mysterious Wailing. 


It is a well known fact that In the 


past the sailor was among the most 
superstitious of mortals, and even ‘in 
these enlightened days there are a 
goodly number of old salts who cling 
tenaciously to theif belief in certain 
signs and portents. Some, no doubt. 
of these superstitions bave vanished 
altogether into the Hmbo of forgot- 
ten things, but there will always, be a 
eredulous few who will shake their 
heads solemnly and prophesy dixmally 
if a knife ts stuck. in the mast or an 
albatross or a stormy petrel fs cap- 
tured and brought ‘on board. The 
origin of some of these superstitions 
cannot be traced. Many of them have 
been banded down from father to son 
for a greut number of years, with u 
touch probubly added bere and there. 
turning & comparatively ordinary sto- 
ry into afweird and mysterious legend 

The Finn ix the most superstitious 
of all sailors. There are many of this 
race who still believe in the ominous 
portent of the phantom ship, the folly 
of starting a voyage on a Friday 4a no- 
tion by no means contined to seafaring 
men), the low. burning blue lights 
which are ghost spirits hovering near 
to give warning of approaching diszas 
ter and muny other things, all of 
which 

Fill the sallor's mind with murmurings 
, And speak to him of wrecks. 

A story ts told of a briguntine which 
numbered several extremely supersti- 
tious men xamong her crew, One night 
when there wax no moon and «a slight 
ground swell was running the watch, 
who bappened to be the most super- 
etitious of them all, beard an unearth 
ly wailing coming apparently from the 
very surface of the sea. The mate and 
the belmsman alxo beard it, but the 
former lucked imagination, and. al- 
though be was certainly interested, he 
nearly blew the watch's head off when 
he ventured to suggest mermaids. ‘The 
beimsman did not feel quite buppy, but 
‘be had to stick to the wheel. ‘The 
‘watch wus pale with terror, but he 
kept silence owing to the mate's com- 
plimentary references to his courage 
and abilities. Slowly the sound bexzan 
to move along the ship's side, becom- 
ing more and more agonized as it ap- 
proached. Thia annoyed the mate, and. 
going to the side of the vexsel, he wuit- 


then emptied a bucket of water over 
the rail. There was a gasp, then dead 
silence, and nothing more was beard 
that night. 

When the watch went off duty he of 
course gave a detailed and lurid »c- 
count of the incident to bis shipm «tes. 
who listened. as he thought, In’ nwei 
silence and then called op one of the 
audience for bis version of the matter 
‘This man, a Tynesider, who dearty 
Noved a joke and bad no respect at 
vali for beary superstitions, hid cou 
spired w ellows to play a trick 
‘on the watch. On the night in ques- 
tion be bid crept over the bows’ with- 
out a sound, carrying with bim the 
ship's cat xecured in a bag. Crouch- 
‘ng under the stays, the joker let the 
cat's bead out of the bag. which he tied 
round the animal's neck so that it 
could pot escape. He then applied bis 
‘teeth to the unfortunate avimal’s Gil. 
‘Everybody knows the fearsome sounds 
‘ap angry eat is cupable of producivg. 
and those to which a cat whose tall ix 
‘being bitten givex vent are among the 
most buir raising. The sound was 
‘more or less regulated by squeezing 
the luckless beast's body. The mate's 
bucket of water was as unwelcome as 
unexpected und caused the Tyne-sider 
to beat a hurried retreat. 

Not only is the origin of many sea 
superstitious “wropt in mystery,” but 
also any logical explanation of cause 
and effect. It would puzzle any one to 
@uy why it should be unlucky for the 
ehip’s boy to whistle on the weather 
bow, except tbat ic is generally un- 
pleasant from a music lover's poiut of 
view for a boy to whistle on any bow 
at all. 

Qn one ocension superstition and a 
gullty conscience cansed a practical 
joke to buve fatal consequences. The 
incident arose througb oue of the sail 
ora, a Norwegian, boxing the ears of 
the ship's boy for the aforementioned 
crime of whistling on the weather bow. 
Not unnararally the boy was annoyed 
and determined to pay the Norwegian 
out. Aided by two otber sullors, a 
white shirt and some string. u very 
presentable “ghost” was arranged tn 
the foc'sie on the night the Norseman 
‘was op watch, He was to be allowed 
only a glimpse of the “spirit” ov enter- 
fug the foc’sle, and It was (hen to van- 
ish from view, being jerked by weaps 
of a string underneath (be bunk of one 
of the jokers. Everything wax ready, 
and the three conspirators lay iv their 
buoks awaiting they victhu  Upnfor 
tunately they all fell asleep, to be sud 
deuly awakened by a toud cry from 
the N egian. He stood gazing at 
the “; the dim light shed by the 
lamp falling ov bis ghustiy face = The 
three were about to call out to bim 
when he apeke. “No, oo,” he cried, “I 
did vot mean to kill you, Morgan! Ob. 
mercy. mercy!” And be rushed madly 
‘from the foc’sle. Terrified. hie ship 
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acres of rich Missouri land brought un- 
der cultivation and to bave agrtoulture 
taught in the schools. —

Au- 
other stroug colouy was moved to a 
bew Braid? > revpit- feta 
place. ‘The renfoved colony gave up a 
sufficleot number of its bees to tuke 
care of the brood Vo the flew hive. and’ 
by June | the latter contained a mated 
queen and a geod uuruber of young 
bees. ‘The queen ix n benuty and imay 
bave beeu uursed under the superse- 
dure impulse in the first place; there 
fore she Is strong.

HANDLING GRAPEVINES. 


Don't Allow Them to Grow at Ran- 
dom—tHow to Get the Best Fruit. 
Summer attention of grapevines con- 
sists of piuching off any branches that 
are not wanted so us to get folluge 
evenly distributed. There will always 
be a temlency for the vines to make 
more bruaches and growth at the top 
so that everything should be done tuo 
correct as much as possible and induce 
growth at the bottom. 
| When the laterals show the bunches 
pinch off the end, alwuys leaving a 
leaf beyond the bunch of grapes. The 
| branch will continue to grow by 
| throwing out a sboot at the axil of the 
| leaf when the same operation should 
| be repeated béyoud the next leaf pro- 
| duced. 
| 


In this way all the strength will go 

to the fruit und excess of foliage aud 
| growth will be prevented. 

This summer pioching will reduce 
| the winter pruning very materially. 
but it will always be uecessary to 
| prune off the brauches that have borne 
| the grapes...juat leaviug tbe vertical 
| canes, cutting the bravcbes back every 
winter. 

The work is pleasant and very sim- 
ple. A little study will enable any one 
to grasp the principles. Apart from 
the better quality of grapes that will 
be produced the grape arbora will be a 
much tore pleasing object than they 
often present when the vines are nl- 
| lowed to grow at random. — Farm 
| Progress.

After the secretary read some 
resolutions adopted at the first' 
meeting of the Prairie and Pass 
Promotion league held in April, 
1909, and which resolutions 
were bearing on the subject for 
which these people were then 
assembled, Jamns Conmee, M, 
P., was called upon to speak. 
_ Mr. Conmee said that it was 
the intention of the Central 
Pacific Railway Company, of 
which he was representative, 
to build | extensive lines 
in this country and to build 
into The Pass, and he informed 
those present that this section 
of the country’ will be well 
looked after by his company if 
any reasonable assurance of 
freight was forth coming.

Several of those present, in- 
cluding W. A. Beebe, Alex.

They were very pleased with 
the prospects of having another 
railroad running through this 
part of the country and doing 
much in securing other markets 
for our coal and coke and 
assisting in opening up more 
rich coal properties.

many other points in the states 
where our black diamonds are 
much sought after.
